We kept tl 
prisoners only because we wanted 
them to work and to get what infor- 
mation we could from them. These 
are the only prisoners we have 
taken except one, and the Captain 
had us shoot him. We can't take 
care of them. 

"If the United States doesn't 
look out it will have more than it 
can handle. They will be drafting 
men before the next two years. 
They w ill have to have about 30.- 
000 for these islands between now 
and the 30th of next June, as our 
time is out then. Then we will 
come home and read about the other 
fellows a while.

Tha 
ostrich, which furnishes eggs of a 
wonderful size, equaling about 25 
chicken eggs, is the largest specimen 
of living birds.

The total vote, as certified, 
1899 was: Taylor, (Rep.) 193,714; 
Goebel, (Dem.) 1*1,331 iBrown, (lad, 
Dem.) 12,140: Blair, (Pop.) 3,038 
Wallace, (Pro.) 2,346. 

It will be observed that there was 
in 1899 a tremendous loss of Demo- 
cratic majorities in the First, Sec- 
ond, Third and Fourth districts 
thesedistrictsgaveBry an a majority 
of 23,597, while they gave Goebel a 
net majority of only 6,815— a loss of 
16,782. 

Upon the other hand Goebel made 
inmense gains over the Bryan ma- 
jorities in the Ffth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth and Ninth districts— a total 
of 14,626— while the gains and 
losses in the Tenth and Eleventh 

Had the Democratic majorities in 
1899 uc-st of Muld rough's hill even 
been 75 per cent, of the Bryan ma- 
jorities in those counties, there 
would have never been an element 
of doubt in the recent gubernatorial 
contest. 

Why were these great Democra- 
tic losses sustained in Western 
Kentucky, while th.-re were corres- 
ponding Democratic gains in Cen- 
tral Kentucky? That has been a 
subject of speculation for DOW near- 
ly a year.

A correspondent writing from 
Galveston, Texas, gives a good idea 
jf the condition of alfairs there now 
ind the prospects for the future. 
In part he says: 

"All property on the island is 
More or le.ss damaged, windows 
broken, roofs, porches, &c. Some 
part of them injured. Most all 
houses here are elevated six to ten 
feet above the ground. There are 
cellars, as the island is ill land 
The papers don't begin to tell you 
how bad it is. It just picked up 
:ry building within three to ten 
blocks of the beach, smashed them 
kindling wood and threw it 
into a solid wall along the whole 
front of the houses that are left 
tanding. and from 10 to 2d feet 
high. In fact, this finally acted as 
a protection ». the city; the waves 
pent their foree on it and saved 
the other houses. Everybody says 
the whole city would have gone in 
another hour. Mechanics are com 
ng in fast and getting from ft to r7 
per diem. Common labor is getting 
$2 per day. People are living in 
all imaginable ways. There are 
,400 men working on the debris, 
and they found 2;S bodies Saturday, 
and will continue to find them for 
some time to conic. It took 500 men 
one week to get a wagon through 
block at the Garter Verein, a 
beautiful resort, that all the best 
people belonged to, that is in the 
uius. Those who can will leave 
the city, but the property holders 
and shippers will stay. It is a 
great port and will continue to be."
